It will he noticed by reference to former reports, that the proceeds 
from the Pauper Farm the last year, have been greater, by some hun- 
dreds of dollars, than in any other year since the purchase of the Farm. 

In justice to Mr. Holt, the Superintendent, it should also be stated, 
that there has been labor done by him and those in his employ, upon the 
ledge, and otherwise off the Farm, to the amount of {rem fifty to seventy- 


five dollars, which he made no charge of in his account, and is not ered- 


ited to the Farm in this Report ; making, as it will be seen, quite an oft 
set in the item of extra labor, 


There are now on the Farm 12 Paupers—2 males and 10 females.—* 


Nearly all are aged and able to do but little towards their support. 
The amount. of Notes .against the Town, after deducting Notes and 
Accounts due, and the balance in the Treasury, is $664 26, showing by
